How do you find the time to watch all 

the shows you review? 

I have seven TV sets and 10 VCRs with monitors. The 
TV sets are hooked up to cable, an antenna, and 
satellite dishes. I might have two monitors going and 
all the sets turned on at once. If I’m reviewing a live 
news event, I turn on all the sets to different channels 
and take notes. 


What about remote controls? 

I can’t do remote controls. I’ve got too much of the 
same kind of equipment. I wouldn’t be able to tell 
which remote went with what piece of equipment. 


Do your eyes ever hurt from watching 

so much TY? 

Not my eyes—my ears. I can watch seven sets at once, 
no problem. But I can’t listen to more than two or 
three at a time without going crazy. That’s because I 
have to keep raising the volume on one to hear it over 
the others. It gets bizarre. 


What's a workday like for you? 

I’m like a hermit. I almost never leave my house. A 
typical day starts at 6 AM and often ends at around 

2 am. I work in my basement, so I walk down 18 stairs 
to get to my office. 


How many tapes do you get each day? 
There are about 500 channels out there, and the people 
running them want me to watch and write about their 
shows. So the number of tapes they send me is insane. 
Sometimes I get as many as 20 tapes a day. It’s like 
Christmas every day, except most of my gifts are 
underwear. 


Do you watch TY in your free time? 
I do other things besides watch TV. But I do enjoy 
watching television. 


What do you love most about your job? 
Discovering good TV. And that no matter what I’m 
interested in, it shows up on television. As a TV critic, 
I get to write about music, movies, politics, comedy, 
nature, and literature. I deal with everything—from 
serious issues to goofy cartoons. 


How did you get started in this job? 

I guess I’ve been doing this my whole life. I have a 
diary from when I was seven years old, and half the 
entries are about upcoming TV shows. Later I wrote 
record reviews for my high school paper. Then I began 
writing for a local Florida newspaper while I was still 
in college. After working at different papers, I finally 
ended up at the Daily News in New York City in 1975. 


Have you ever wanted to be ona 
television show? 

Never. I’ve been on a few shows, talking about televi- 
sion, but in terms of acting, I leave that to people who 
know what they’re doing.

Well, almost. A Rugrats balloon featuring Tommy, 
Chuckie, and Spike will sail over Broadway during 
Macy’s Thanksgiving Day Parade. Manny Bass (in 
the plaid shirt below) is the manager of Macy’s 
Parade Studio in Hoboken, New Jersey, where the 
balloons are made. He showed us how the Rugrats 
will get off the ground.

FLOATING AN IDEA 


It takes a year to make a parade balloon from start to finish. 
Manny and his designers begin by making drawings of the 
characters (photo 1). Tommy, Chuckie, and Spike were picked 
for the Rugrats balloon because together they make a 
balanced shape that will float well. 

To figure out what the whole balloon will look like, designers 
make a clay model (photo 2) and, later, a hard, fiberglass 
model, which is painted (see top left). Manny uses these 20- 
inch-high models to figure out the sizes and shapes of the 
hundreds of pieces of fabric that will make up the 40-foot-tall 
balloon. The more intricate the design, such as Chuckie’s hair, 
the smaller the pieces of fabric. 

Manny, sculptor Michael Fontana (with Manny at right), and 
other crew members cut out pieces of nylon fabric (photo 3). 
Then they glue them together using a roller and heat to seal 
the seams (photo 4). Each distinet shape, such as Spike’s nose 
or Tommy’s hand, is constructed as a separate, inflatable 
chamber. That way if the balloon gets a hole, only the punc- 
tured chamber will deflate. 
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__ ON THE CATWALK: Garfield 
#8 will be joined by the Rugrats 
on Broadway this year. 


FULL OF GAS 


A week or so before the parade, Manny and his team will 
take the Rugrats balloon for a test flight. They will fill 
each chamber with a mix of air and helium—enough to 
lift the roughly 450-pound balloon into the air and keep 
the different parts balanced. 

The night before Thanksgiving, the Rugrats balloon, 
along with the 20 or so other balloons that are in the 
parade, will be brought to New York City’s Central Park 
and inflated. When tapping the balloon (what Manny calls 
the “thumb test”) produces the proper sound, it’s ready. 

The finished, fully inflated Rugrats balloon will be as 
tall as a five-story building. It will take a crew of more 
than 30 people to guide it along the parade route. You 
won't see Manny along the way, though. Once the parade 
begins, he heads for the finish and prepares to pack up 
the balloons. In the 37 years Manny has worked for the 
parade, he has watched it only on the news.
